The official Chinese spokesman, 
who talked with correspondents 
at the banquet, explained that 
the reason for delaying the an- 
nouncement of Mr, Hua's selec- 
tlon as chairman was that the 
news had first to be circulated 
throughout China, 

Last Saturday, speculation that 
Mr. Hua had been named chair- 
man was touched off by the dis- 
closure in the Chinese press that 
he now “headed” the party Polit- 
buro, and by wall posters in Pe- 
king, Shanghai and other citics 
acclaiming his selection by the 
party. But there was πὸ cfficial 
coniirmation of the decision, 
Jeading to uncertainty over what 
had actually happened and to 
reports of serious conflict within 
the leadership. 

Analysts here now believe that 
the decision was made by the 16- 
member Politburo, which in the 
absence of the Central Comm!ttee 
is empowered to act for the party, 
But because of the momentous 
nature of the decision to name 
a chairman, and because of dis- 
putes over Mr. Hua's selection, it 
was decided to call a plenary ses- 
sion of the Centra] Committee. 

According to reports in Peking, 
most of the 176 surviving mem- 
bers of the Central Committee 
within China have arrived in 
Peking and may be meeting now. 
Apparently, however, to judge by 
the Chinese spokesman's comment 
tonight, they are not expected 
to reverse the decision of the 
Politburo. 

Tf the report of whe four lef- 
tists’ plan to fabricate Mao's 
saying is correct, they evidently 
hoped to prolong his influence 
as long.as possible by enshrin- 
ing all current policies. — 

The actual quotation first ap- 
peared in a major joint editorial 
in Peking’s papers on Sept. 16 
entitled “Chairman Mao Will 
Live Forever in Our Hearts.” ‘The 
editorial, which has been widely 
quoted in provincial broadcasts 
and study sessions, said. “Chair- 
man Mao adjured us, ‘Act accord-

When it first appeared, the 
quotation seemed to be either a 
comment Mao made on some re- 
port given to him, or to have 
been excerpted from a longer 
statement.

Trudeau Seeks to Tone Down 
Hostility to French Canadians

OTTAWA, Oct. 12 (WP)— 
Canadian Prime Minister Plerre 
Elliott Trudeau presented to Par- 
Hament today a new legislative 
Program aimed at toning down 
hostility to French Canadians and 
at putting his Liberal government 
back in the good graces of busi- 
ness and labor across the couti- 
try. 

In 8. speech opening a session

U.S. Criticizes 
Waldheim on 
Hiring at UN 


UNITED NATIONS, NY, 
Oct, 12 (AP).—The United States 
a@ecused Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim yesterday of bowing to 
Political pressures in hiring UN 
Staff members. 

“We recognize that in a politi- 
eal organization such as this the 
secretary-general is naturally sub- 
Jected to intense pressures from 
Member states,” US. delegate 
Ersa Poston told the General] 
Assembly's budgetary committee. 

“But this dees not excuse him 
for failure to comply fully with 
his paramount obligation under 
the charter, and im all candor 
we do not belleve that he is com- 
plying as fully and vigorously as 
the situation requires,” she said. 

The secretary-general is offi- 
clally responsible for hiring the 
Professional staff of 3,500, of 
whom 2,600 are listed as “subject 
to geographical distribution.” 

US. diplomats said the speech

Unrest Shocks South Africa’s Economy

JOHANNESBURG, Oct. 
(N¥T).-When a Johannesburg 
Property magnate fled the coum- 
try recently just before his em- 
pire collapsed, officla's moved 
immediately to have his sea ship- 
ment returned from Amsterdam. 
After checking bank statements, 
they suspected that the fugitive 
millionaire might heve a fortune 
in cash hidden inside his antiques. 

The rum that the collapse 
brought to thousands of apart- 
ment owners was major cews for 
days. But. in a sense, the Sus- 
Picions about the antiques were 
more telling than the collapse 
itself. The flight of capital, by 
means legal and illegal, has be- 
come a major concern for South 
Africa. 

Official denunciations of “swin- 
dlers” who evade the stringent 
foreign-exchange controls are one 
measure among many of the 
ebbing confidence in the business 
community. It is generally agreed 
that such confidence is at its 
lowest level since 1960, when the 
burst of gunfire at Sharpeville 
dealt the economy a blow from 
which it took years to recover.

Onpopular Measures

MOSCOW, Oct. 12,—Sociology, 
& science suppressed under Stalin 
as politically subversive and later 
supported as a Eremlin pipeline 
to the complaints and aspirations 
of the Soviet people, is under- 
ging new upheavals here. 

Toe current troubles started 
about 10 years ago when Soviet 
Sociologists began to produce 
research showing inequaliiles and 
antagonisms within Soviet aociety 
Kremlin ideologists insist that 
these characteristics do not and 
cannot exist under Marxism- 
‘Leninism, 

The dilemma, as 3, sociologist 
here said, is that “the party 
wants resuits and the party is 
afraid of results.” 

Four years ago an attempt was 
yoade to rein in the sociologists, 
who study social institutions and 
sccial relationships. The director 
of the Institute for Sociology was 
fired. The new director, Mikhail 
Rutkevich, embarked on the most 
extensive purge in Soviet science 
since those pushed by Trofim 
Lysenko, who ruled Soviet biotogy 
under Stalin. Approximately 40 
Per cent of the institute's 500 
researchers were dismissed or nat 
Teappolnted_ 

Predictably, the institute's work 
suffered. This year, Communist 
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party Oureaucrat: began com- 
plaining openly that the institute 
Was “no longer worth consulting.” 
The party Central Committee 
charged the institute with low 
productivity, failure to fulfill its 
nationa} coordinating task and 
other deficiencies. 

Finally, Mr. Rutkevich himself 
was fired—two weeks 2go—it has 
been learned. Announcement of 
his “resignation.” requested both 
by the parent Academy of 
Sciences and the party Central 
Committee, awaits only the choice 
of his successor 85 director.

‘atom, The statement by the French High 
-Counefl for Foreign Nuclear Policy does not, 
ΟΣ itself, either resolve disputes among 
‘puclear exporting and importing nations or 
Still the growing fears of nuclear energy in 
‘any form. But it does recognize those dis- 
‘putes and fears and offers an approach 
toward meeting them. 
: ‘Tihs issue, of course, particularly concerns 
- the United States, which made and launched 
“the first atomic bomb and therefore bears 
:a unique-y heavy weight of responsibility for 
‘curbing the after-effects of the Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki devastations. The United 
States, it should be pointed ont, was prompt 
to acknowledge, and seek to meet, those 
responsibilities, It was in 1946 that Ber- 
nard Baruch presented to the United Nations 
8 proposal for creating an international 
authority that would exercise control over all 
aspects of nuclear energy, from the basic 
materials to the ultimate use—a proposal 
which looked to the eventual outvawing of 
ail nuclear weapons. This was vetoed by the 
Soviet Union, which preferred a simple, un- 
enforceable “ban the bomb” method. 
Again, in 1953, President Eisenhower spoke 
for the United States in suggesting. before 
the United Nations, that hts country and the 
Soviet Union contribute jointly to an inter- 
national agency to promote peaceful uses of 
the atom. Again, Moscow balked, bat the 


International Atomic Agency was eventually 
created, chiefly with American backing, to 
advance nucear energy in peaceful forms. 

This was to entail its own problems. For 
not only did France and Chine make their 
own nuclear bombs, but leakage from the 
“peaceful” development of atomic energy 
permitted India to do the same—and the 
capability to follow India’s example exists in 
many other cotintries. Moreover, 8 different 
form of leakage—nuclear wastes—presents a 
threat to the environment that, along with 
the possibility’ af destructive accidents, is 
making nucear energy in any form unpop- 
ular with large numbers of people. 

Tt can at least be argued that these latter 
dangers of mutlear power are compensated 
for by the valuable energy it supplies to a 
sword facing shortages in that area. But the 
Spread of nuclear military capability cannot 
find simflar excuses. The United States, the 
Soviet Union and Britain—the original 
atomic big three—have agreed on successive 
“imitations on nuclear testing, and Moscow 
has even at least accepted on-site inspection 
as a form of control. Εἴ that can be spread 
to the other nuclear-weapons states right 
now (fallout from 2 Chinese nuclear blast is 
contaminating milk and vegetation In east- 
ern United States) and extended to cover 
the export of nuclear materials and plants, 
there is at least a bope that the worst can 
be avoided. 

“We are here to make a choice between 
the quick and the dead,” said Mr. Baruch 
when he presented the plan that bears his 
name. The choice is.even more argent, if 
far more complex, today than it was 30 years 
ago. 


Eastern Europe Reconsidered 


The recent exchange between President 
Ford and Governor Carter on the subject of 
Easter Europe wil have ad some use if 
it encourages Americans to take a serious 
look at the actual situation in that complex 
area. By coincidence the present political 
furor comes exactly 20 years after the series 
of convulsions in Eastern Burope that threat- 
ened Soviet hegemony. 

In October 1956, is may be recalled, the 
Soviet Union and Poland confronted each 
other for some hours on the brink of war. 
It was the Soviet retreat in the Warsaw con- 
frontation tebween Whrushchey and Go- 
muika, that hetped spark the Hungarian 
evolution a few days later. That revola- 
tion was put down bioodily, treacherously 
and brutally by Soviet arms but nevertheless 
—in historical perspective—it accomplished 
many of its objectives. 

Eastern Europe as we know it now was 
essentially created daring the last months 
of ‘World War It when the Red Army flowed 
over the area in pursult of Hitler's retreating 
armies, Stalin used-the resulting Soviet 
military control to instad Communist dicta- 

. torships in all of these countries, ruthlessly 
τ killing, imprisoning or driving into exile all 
effective anti-Communist figures. (The Baltic 
- States had long since been absorbed—though 
“not digested—by the same methods.) 

Stalin also set about the systematic eco- 
nomic exploitation of the new satellites, while 
twying to create in each a miniabure repiica 
of the Soviet Union, its institutions, and its 
ideology in utter disregard of the wishes of 
the Eastern Buropeans themselves. 

What happened in 1956 was that the 
‘people of Poland and Hungary made plain 
‘to the Kremlin that the Stalinist mode of 
‘Tuling Eastern Europe was unacceptable. The 
“same point had been made in 1948 and 1949 

by Tito and his Yugoslavs, but Stalin re- 
jected that lesson. 

Stalin was dead in 1956 and his successors 
took a more sober view. Wiile stiil insisting 
upon Soviet military and ideological primacy 
in Eastern Europe, they gave the East Eu- 
- Fopeans more scope for independent domestic 
“development, out efways within limits. The 
: mature of those limits was underlined in 1968 
when the Soviet Army invaded Czecho- 
‘.slovakia to destroy the “Prague spring” 
‘-under Alexander Dabcek. This was becatise 

.Dubcek’s sanction of a free press and of free

speech threatened to unloose a democratic 
contagion that might have overwhelmed the 
Soviet Union as well as the rest of Com- 
munist-ruled Eastern Europe. 

Now, 30 years after World War II, Eastern 
Europe presents an enormously varied polit- 
ical and economic landscape. It inciudes 
one country, Albania, which is an open 
enemy of the Soviet Union as an effective 
ally of Moscow's bitterest opponent, Chine. 
Yugoslavia is an independent country whose 
domestic arrangements differ in many re- 
spects from that of the Soviet Union, out 
whose foreign policy is often—though not 
always—on the same’ wavelength as Mos- 
cow's. Romania has what amounts to a 
domestic Staiinist dictatorship, but in the 
international arena it is the great Commu- 
nist voice for true national independence. It 
underlines that autonomy by taking some 


foreign policy positions significantly dif-- 


ferent from those of the Soviet Union—for 
example, its recognition of Israel. 

Poland and Hungary accept the reality im- 
plied by the presence of Soviet troops within 
their borders and in international forums 
are dependable puppets of Soviet foreign 
policy. But the arrangements they enjoy 
domestically are often very different from 
the Soviet mode, not least in the incredible 
strength independent peasant farmers and 
an effective Roman Catholie Church enjoy 
in Poland. Czechoslovakia still lives under 
the political paralysis resulting from the 1968 
invasion and is probably the most compliant 
satellite state of ali—perforce. East Ger- 
many’s prosperity and industrial might give 
it an influence and importance far beyond 
its size and population, while the East Ger- 
man rulers see Moscow as the uitimate guar- 
antor of their rule against the political 
threat implicit in the existence of a gen- 
uine-y independent, rich, strong and peace- 
ful West Germany. 

In the face of such diversity if is an error 
to characterize Eastern Burope by means of 
a simple cliché or formula, What the United 
States needs is a differentiated policy toward 
each East European country, one that takes 
into account in each case the particulars of 
that nation’s situation and the lmited 
United States potential to help each af these 
countries toward a better and more inde- 
pendent future.
